terry crop the public is unaware of Hie volume and value of 
Ilie various fruits ihat grow in the wilds, but which neverthe- 
less are a more important contribution to the food supply ilia 
is commonly supposed. Of course the value does not run in! 
Die millions like grain, potatoes, cultivated fruits and dair\ 
products, but if the value of (he wild berry crop could b 
Known, the figures would be surprising. 


New England is a great place for wild berries of practically 


all kinds, and just now the blueberry crop is at the front and 
the pickers are busy. Boys and girls by the score are scouring 
Hie hillsides and pastures where the berries grow, nor is the 
•harvest left entirely to the young. 
Many sturdy women 


mostly foreigners, join in the quest and .may be seen trudgiinr 
homeward at night with high-heapcd-pai Is ttfEbe-'sold or used 
in their own families. There is no pleasantcr sight than rugged 
and tanned boys and girls hawk ing, :'the" product- of the day's 
M'ork about the towns in which they live. If such venders are 
especially numerous on Monday. mornings no questions arc 
asked as to when the picking was done, and muclrof the fruit 
iroes info (he homes of people who are very particular as to the 
observance of the Sabbath.- 
But, as slated, no questions are 


fcsked, the venders arc soon relieved of their loads and arc 
away again for fresh supplies, knowing there will be a ready 
sale for all they can gel, for wild berries are a product with 
.which the market is rarely overstocked, however plentiful 
they may be. If requires work, and hard work, to secure them 
and none but the sturdy and the gritty are'equat to the task. 


In many places the blueberry crop is excellent Ibis year and 


the luscious fruit is being brought in by (he bushel. One 
Massachusetts town reports a bumpe.^ crop in its vicinity and 
says that old and young are in (he "pickings" early and laic, 
•with numerous strikers among the number. Nothing could be 
inore sensible for men out of work than to take their pails and 
"follow the crowd," which is all Ihat is necessary on the part 
of such as are not posted on the locations of (lie bushes 
If 


the berries are not wanted in the home there is a ready market 
awaiting them at almost any door oil almost any street and 
nothing is more proper than to "make hay wh'ilc the sun 
shines"— on the berry patch. 


In addition to those who make a business of picking berries 


there are many who form parties and go out for the joint pur 
pose of .securing some of the fruit and having a good time 
Provisions are taken and the outing is a combination of work 
and play at the rate of about 50-50. Such parlies are occa- 
sionally seen Sunday mornings -in big trucks with pails and 
packages under the seals, whirling past the open doors of 
.churches and away to the woods and fields where the treasure 
•is to be found. 


Just now the blueberry and red raspberry are (o (lie fore, 


and in a few weeks will come the blackberry, one of the best 
and most healthful of all. There is a tonic quality in the black- 
berry that is not to be despised. 
In fact, so fond are some 


people of this particular tonic that they extract it from the fruit 
and preserve it in bottles, in which form it is useful and very 
agreeable "in case of sickness." 


Let none despise the humble berry of any variety. 
It is a 


fruit that contributes ifs measure to "the comforts of 'life, fills 
the pockets of many barefoot youngsters with loose chamre 
and costs nothing but the elJ'ort (o gather it, which it is well 
worth.
